LONG EDITORIAL 


THE MOTORCYCLE 
DILEMMA

At present California is churning with 
the birth of new organizations, associa- 
tions, riders societies, etc. all ostensi- 
bly dedicated to ‘Improving Things’’ for 
motorcycle enthusiasts. We at Cycle 
News have chosen not to devote our scant 
pages to the aims and claims of these or- 
ganizations because 1.) they afe too 
lengthy and 2.) we prefer to report pro- 
gress, not promises. 

There is no question that organization 
is needed to combat two perils to our fa- 
vorite sport. One of the menaces lies out- 
side our ranks and the other bores from 
within. But none of the organizations we 
have heard proposed comes near what is 
needed. One group promises to improve 
public relations on a nationwide scale 
while its charter members jeer at police- 
men. Others limit their appeal to just one 
faction of the total sport 

People ask, '*When is the A.M.A. go- 
ing to do something about it?'' But the 
hard fact is, we would not be wise to ex- 
pect Columbus to solve this problem for 
us as long as the American Motorcycle 
Association continues to operate. like a 
small business, trying to serve nationwide 
needs. Most of the A.M.A.'s energies go 
toward governing national racing and even 
there we find no outstanding successes to 
report. The fact that two championship 
events were cancelled across the nation 
last year cautions us not to hope in vain 
for help from Ohio. 

We view with alarm the sudden proli- 
feration of new associations all strug- 
ging somewhat blindly to enlist enough 
members to make their voices heard. We 
asked one promoter of such an associa- 
tion what he would do if he suddenly had 
a million members. “I would walk into 
Governor Brown’s office without an ap- 
pointment and demand our rights!” was 
his immediate reply. Obviously this is 
not the right kind of manners we need to 
succeed in Sacramento. 

Representation in state and local go- 
vernments is often mentioned as the most 
important thing we need. Even those who 
subscribe to the legislative report occa- 
sionally fail to note an injurious bill until 
it has already passed the houses of leg- 
islature and is forwarded with a *'*Do

Nobody ever said that God's messenger couldn't drive a 
motorcycle and Burbank’s circuit-riding minister is certainly 
proving this. 

The Rey. Robert E. Sanders of the Burbank First Congregational 
Church is currently attending to his pastoral duties aboard a 
Honda and he’s received no complaints—although some parishion- 
ers worry about his health. 

The Rev. Sanders assures all that riding a sports cycle is 
perfectly safe. Mrs. Sanders supports his contention. 

Not only are the small cycles safe, they are economical. One 
can minipulate them in dignity. 

The Rev. Sanders says he gets 160 miles to the gallon, 
whereas before, with his auto, he was limited to about 16 miles. 
This can mean a great saving to a minister, who must always 
be prudent in the expenditure of money. 


The minister, a native of Pasadena, averages about 1,500 
miles a month making calls to parishoners. His "circuit ride" 
covers hospitals throughout the area to tend the sick and make 
house calls. 

The first 300 miles on the Honda cost him 52 cents. 

A man of the cloth certainly can retain his dignity as well 
as his cash by this means of travel. 

Attached to the Sanders’ cycle are pouches—which he calls 
saddle bags. In the bags are vital material as well as notes 
for the church newsletter, dubbed “Notes from: the Saddle Bag.” 


The Rev. Sanders first got the idea for going about his chores 
on the cycle when he viewed the recent Tournament of Roses 
Parade. He saw many well dressed parade officials going up and 
down the parade route on motorcycles. 

After investigating-their cost, he purchased one.

HOW TO GEAR FOR GO 


Standard gearing on your motorcycle 
may not be best suited for the perfor- 
mance you desire and if it is not cor 
rect, the engine life may be shortened! 
Gearing for maximum competition perfor- 
mance and for ideal street use at the 
same time is impossible and so we must 
approach the two uses separately. 

Quarter mile drag gearing and T.T. or 
road racing are approached with the same 
goal in mind, to attain maximum speed 
at peak RPM just slightly short of the 
end of the long straightaway, then the 
machine is giving you everything that 


it can. 
LET’S DO IT! 


First step is to determine the primary 
gear ratio. Count the number of teeth 
on the sprocket attached to the crank— 
shaft and the number on the clutch 
sprocket. The crankshaft sprocket will 
be smaller than the clutch and so divide 
the smaller number into the larger. Let’s 
say the drive sprocket has 21 teeth 
and you count 42 on the clutch sprocket. 
The ratio then is 42 divided by 21 equals 
2 or, 2 to 1. 

Second step is to count the number 
of teeth on the counter orgearbox spro— 
cket and the number on the rear wheel. 
Divide again the smaller number (counter 
shaft) into the larger (rear wheel). After 
you have obtained the two answers, 
multiply one by the other and you will 
then have the final top gear ratio of 
the machine. 

Many owners manuals provided with 
new machines will give you the final 
drive ratio we so laboriously computed. 
If you have one, check your manual before 
sharpening the pencil. 

This is only half the answer to gear— 
ing for go. . Next week: RATIO plus 
R.P.M. equals SPEED.

100-LAP TT THIS WEEKEND 

Who is the best TT rider in the land? 
This Sunday afternoon will answer that 
question when J. C. Agajanian gathers 
the troops together for the annual flinger 
that sends the boys around and around for 
100 laps in the 6th annual Grand Prix 
steeplechase event at Ascot. 

Guys that like the long affairs like 
Dick Dorresteyn, Dave Palmer and Sid 
Payne will be testing their laurels against 
Triumph’s top two tigers, Dick Hammer 
and Eddie Mulder. 

Mulder, the $100.00-a-minute man at 
Long Beach Arena, has often led the As- 
cot 100 and the yearly 50-lap national but 
has always been shot down for one reason 
or another. 

Iron man Hammer has the ability and 
the endurance to carry the machine a- 
round the track, if necessary. They have 
not yet built the motorcycle that can take 
the pace that Dick would like to set. 

The once a year 100-lapper has become 
so big that this year it will be a two day 
event with the million or so novice riders 
running into, over, and around each other 
on Saturday in hope that 20 of them will 
be alive and healthy enough to advance to 
the feature on Sunday afternoon. 

Racing Saturday is for novice riders 
only with the first race slated for 2 p.m. 

Big brother takes over on Sunday in 
the form of the amateurs and experts with 
the starting time for the polished pros 
also set for 2 p.m. 


YEAR'S BIGGEST PURSE 


the biggest T'T grab bag of the year, bar 
none. 

The fastest novice riders from Saturday 
will run in a special main event and then 
there will be a semi-main for the amateurs 
and experts that did not time in fast enough 
to make the regular show. The first three 
in this one get the honor of lining up in 
the back row, row eleven, for the big one. 

The start of the 100 gives two wheel 
followers as big a charge as car lovers 
get from the start of the Indy 500. In the 
previous five events held no rider has 
been nuts enough to fall off in the early 
laps. That is all except one, that was 
Dickie Newell last year and he has not 
ridden an Ascot TT since. 

They say Dick is still recovering from 
the shakes of watching 32 other guys see 
how close they could miss him by as they 
roared onto the back stretch. 

The AMA took a dim view of his crash 
and tacked a three digit number on him 
this year in hopes that he would get mad— 
and NOT try again. Don’t bet on it. 

This is the race that makes amateurs 
wish they were novices again. A few al- 
ways make the lineup but have about as 
much chance of winning as I do. 

There are always a few riders who 
plot to run at about half speed so they 
can at least be around at the finish. One 
year a rider we will leave un-named made 
over 20 pit stops——but he still finished. 

One of the top half-milers ¢ried the 
grind a few years ago and soon came in 
for a pit stop. The crew really had wren- 
ches flying and were soon ready to go. 
The Friday night ace was lying down be- 
hind the pit wall and told them, “Роп” 
call me, I'll call you--when Im ready.” 

You have to go with a guy like Dor- 
resteyn. One yearhe won the race and was 
later out inthe parking lot on a lightweight 
doing wheelies. No wonder we never get 
any out-of-state riders to enter the annual 
big one.
